San José, CA — La lucha y el 
deseo de mejorar el estilo de vida 
puede hacer que una persona supere 
los problemas que la vida presenta 
y ademas se aprenda a ayudar a los 
demas. Tal es el caso de Raquel 
Ortiz. Durante su niñez y juventud 
creció en el barrio del Mayfair, 
conocido por muchos como “sal si 
puedes”, y en la época en que ella 
creció ahí, no era tan sólo un sobre- 
nombre, era toda una realidad. 

“Crecí en una familia donde los 
problemas no eran pocos, mi madre 
fue drogadicta y mi padre fue varias 
veces a la cárcel. Pero, mis amigas, 
que vivían situaciones similares y 
yo nos apoyábamos, y así sobre- 
vivíamos en el barrio”, recordó con 
cierta nostalgia. 

Donde creció, sólo había, en 
aquel entonces, una casa particular, 
y toda la demás zona eran casas 
duplex. “Crecer en barrios así, te 
hace tener sentimientos encontra- 
dos. Por un lado la pobreza, no tener 
luz, o comida a veces, escuchar la 
violencia doméstica en la casa de 
al lado, las pandillas, o las madres 
solteras, y por el otro la solidaridad 
de los amigos de la misma edad, 
el compartir la poca ropa que 
teníamos, el saber que a pesar del 
miedo, lograríamos salir adelante”, 
comentó la Sra. Ortiz. 

Sin embargo, pese a todas las 
malas experiencias, la Sra. Ortiz 
afirmó que “si pudiera regresar el 
tiempo, cambiaría algunas de las 
cosas que hice, pero no crecería en 
un barrio de dinero. Crecer en donde 
lo hice, me dio las habilidades y 


entereza para enfrentar la vida”. 
La Sra. Ortiz, desde pequeña, 
tuvo que hacerse cargo de sus 
hermanos menores, debido a la 
situación familiar que le tocó vivir. 
“Mi hermanita más pequeña era 
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Raquel Ortiz, una vida en busca de superación, espiritual y educativa. 


como mi hija”, recuerda, “ya que 
mi madre, por su condición, no la 
quería, así que si quería yo salir a 
la calle, la llevaba conmigo, y mis 
amigas así me aceptaban. Incluso, 
me ayudaban a cuidar a los demás, 


con tal de que pasáramos tiempo 
juntas”. 

Sin embargo, siempre en los 
malos momentos, hay alguien que 
sirve de inspiración. Tal es el caso 
de que fuera su maestro de octavo 
grado. “Aún ahora, al cerrar los ojos, 
puedo ver su letra en los poemas 
que escribía entonces, el límite es 
el cielo, me escribía. Cuando le pre- 
gunté que quería decir, me explicó 
que no podía yo cambiar el medio 
que me rodea, pero que podía salir 
del medio que me rodea. Eso jamás 
lo olvidé”, enfatizó. 

A pesar de ello, y por el me- 
dio en que vivía, la Sra. Ortiz, no 
terminó la preparatoria cuando 
debía, ya que tuvo a los 15 años el 
primero de cinco hijos. “Pero eso 
no me detuvo y nueve años después 
obtuve mi diploma de la preparato- 
ria. Estudiaba, trabajaba, cuidaba a 
mis hijos, y buscaba de darles una 
mejor vida de la que yo tuve, y con 
el tiempo lo logré. Incluso, logré 
que mi madre fuera a la escuela, y 
por los últimos 20 años, ella no ha 
probado ninguna droga”, manifestó 


con orgullo. 

Pero, no sólo con los años crió 
a sus cinco hijos. También, adoptó 
varios, al convertirse en una madre 
de crianza. Recuerda con cariño la 
Sra. Ortiz que“el primero, era un 
niño que vivía en la calle. Entre car- 
tones, que su padre, alcohólico tenía 
abandonado. Tenía 11 años. Hoy 
esta en la universidad y además es 
pastor de una iglesia” Después, un 
joven afro americano, que se había 
escapado de la casa hogar, y con el 
tiempo, sus otros dos hermanos. “En 
total llegamos a ser 14, mis cinco 
hijos y 11 adoptivos”. Hoy viven 
con ella, dos de sus hijos naturales, 
y uno de los adoptivos. 

“Lo más importante es amarse 
uno mismo primero, antes que es- 
perar que otra persona me ame. Si 
espero que los demás me amen, sin 
amarme yo misma, no voy a lograr 
salir de mis problemas. Por eso 
hay pandillas. Porque los jóvenes 
buscan pertenecer a alguien, porque 
no han tenido el amor de sus padres, 
sin amarse a sí mismos primeros”, 
concluyó la Sra. Ortiz.<>

California and Arizona activists held a demonstra- 
tion against the Department of Homeland Security’s 
“Operation Streamline,” whereby undocumented 
immigrants are jailed before being deported to their 
countries of origin. Participating in the protest in 
front of the Metropolitan Detention Center in Los 
Angeles were also victims of immigration raids like 
Elvira Ayon, who despite being the mother of two 
small children and being protected under the Violence 
Against Women Act - VAWA - was arrested and jailed 
for three weeks. 

“They (the immigration agents) didn’t take into 
account my situation of being protected under the pro- 
gram that protects women against domestic violence, 
without regard for our immigration status,” Ayon told 
Efe. She said that in jail she suffered “physical torture 
through mistreatment and psychological (torture) 
due to the anguish of not knowing how my children 
were. 
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Gloria Saucedo, the head of Hermandad Mexicana 
del San Fernando Valley, said that “our taxes are being 
used to violate the human rights of deported people and 
families.” “It’s very unfair, the way they’re treating 
us undocumented people in this country,” Ayon said. 
The immigrant said that she was thrown in jail when 
she refused to sign a document agreeing to voluntary 
deportation, since she knew that she was entitled to 
special protection under DHS’s VAWA program. 

“My pleas for my two children who remained 
without my care didn’t work and, while I was in jail, 
besides the suffering of knowing that I was going to be 
deported and I would not be able to return to see them 
for a long time, I also suffered physica] harm,” Ayon 
said. She told about how she took a shower that burned 
part of her body when the jailers abruptly turned off the 
cold water and turned on very hot water. “A companion 
of mine who was also detained suffered burns on her 
back,” she added. EFE 


Preocupa el bajo 
indice de graduados

Sólo el 24% de los estudiantes de los colegios comunitarios 
de California consigue graduarse o llega a trasladarse a otros 
sistemas universitarios, según revela un reporte de la organización 
sin fines lucro CalPIRG. Esto, como consiguiente, se traduce a 
una falta de trabajadores en diversas industrias que requieren de 
un título universitario. El reporte “Trabajando arduamente para 
sobresalir” dice que parte del problema es la falta de información 
sobre la ayuda financiera tanto a nivel estatal como federal, así 
como la necesidad económica de la mayoría de los estudiantes. 
“Estamos viendo un cambio en los colegios comunitarios, donde 
más y más de nuestros estudiantes tienen que trabajar para poder 
pagar por sus estudios, por los libros, el transporte, y su vivienda”, 
dijo Saffron Zomer, autora del reporte. “Cuando los estudiantes 
tienen estas presiones encima, no pueden concentrarse en sus 
estudios, y poco a poco, van abandonando sus clases y sus me- 
tas”, añadió. 

Las cifras son alarmantes, especialmente porque la mayoría 
del total de estudiantes universitarios en California asisten a uno 
de los 110 colegios comunitarios a través del estado. En promedio, 
los estudiantes trabajan entre 23 y 25 horas a la semana, dejando 
poco tiempo para los estudios. Otro problema es el aumento en 
la inscripción de 20 a 26 dólares por unidad, y los recortes en 
contra de los colegios comunitarios como parte de la solución 
presupuestaria ratificada por el Gobernador Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger y el Legislativo. El reporte indica que existen varias 
ideas equivocadas sobre la ayuda financiera. Más del 50% de los 
estudiantes de los colegios comunitarios no tienen la suficiente 
información sobre el tipo de ayuda disponible, o la manera de 
solicitar. Asimismo, para estudiantes minoritarios, el concepto de 
recibir ayuda financiera es uno erróneo. Se estima que unos 220 
millones de dólares, tan sólo en las becas estatales Cal Grant, no 
son usados anualmente. EFE

ayudar a pequefias empresas

El Presidente de EE.UU., Barack Obama, afirmó que las pequeñas 
empresas “son la columna vertebral de la economía” del país y anunció 
la puesta en marcha de nuevos programas para reforzar la concesión de 
créditos a estos negocios. Obama visitó varias pequeñas empresas en 
Maryland y destacó cómo, desde que empezó la crisis, estos negocios 
han sido embestidos desde varios frentes como “la menor disponibilidad 
de préstamos bancarios, la caída en las ventas y la devaluación de los 
bienes raíces, de los que a menudo dependen como colateral”. En este 
sentido subrayó que su Gobierno se ha comprometido a usar todas las 
herramientas para “ayudar a las pequeñas empresas a Obtener acceso 
a capital, generar empleo y apoyar una recuperación económica du- 
radera”. Indicó que el gobierno ya ha tomado varias medidas importantes 
para reanudar el flujo del crédito a pequeñas empresas y fomentar la 
generación de empleo, y destacó cómo “estos esfuerzos han ayudado 
a producir resultados”. 

En comparación con la peor parte de la recesión, el volumen 
semanal promedio de préstamo de la Administración de Pequeñas 
Empresas (Small Business Administration o SBA) ha aumentado más 
de un 70%. La SBA ha respaldado préstamos por casi 13,000 millones 
de dólares desde que se promulgó la Ley para la Recuperación y Rein- 
versión en EE.UU. el pasado 17 de febrero. Estas nuevas medidas 
para apoyar el otorgamiento de préstamos a las pequeñas empresas 
de EE.UU., “tendrán como resultado más empleos, más crecimiento y 
una recuperación económica más sólida”, afirmó Obama. El anuncio 
del presidente significa que la administración tomará medidas para 
que las pequeñas empresas tengan mejor acceso al crédito al respaldar 
préstamos de bancos pequeños e Instituciones Financieras de Desa- 
rrollo Comunitario (Community Development Financial Institutions 
o CDF) por medio del Plan para la Estabilidad Financiera (Financial

La actividad del narcotráfico se ha extendido entre 
los jóvenes, por lo que la Patrulla Fronteriza recorre las 
escuelas para advertir a los estudiantes de los peligros 
de un negocio del que sólo se sale si es capturado o 
muerto. “Una vez adentro del mundo del narcotráfico, 
únicamente sales si eres detenido y encarcelado, o 
muerto”, dijo el portavoz de la agencia federal, Douglas 
Mosier, quien menciona que la iniciativa “Operación 
Detour” busca desalentar la participación de menores 
en actividades relacionadas con drogas. Estadísticas de 
la Oficina de Aduanas y Protección Fronteriza (CBP), 
revelan que de enero a agosto de 2009 fueron detenidos 
48 menores de edad cuando intentaban internar drogas 
al país a través de los cruces internacionales de Ciudad 
Juárez-El Paso. De estos menores, 39 eran estadouni- 
denses, en tanto que los otros nueve eran mexicanos, 
y del total 35 eran hombres y 13 mujeres. 


El portavoz indicó que en el 2008 las autoridades 
del condado de El Paso procesaron a 31 menores de 
16 años o menos acusados de internar droga al país y 
en lo que va de 2009 la cifra es de 22. Los mayores 
de 16 años son enviados a cortes federales. En estos 
casos al menos el 70% eran estadounidenses, precisó 
Domínguez quien explicó que durante los procesos 
judiciales se conoció que muchos de estos menores no 
estaban relacionados con pandillas ni eran estudiantes 
problemas.

Venezuela readies “‘very specific 
measures” to save energy 


President Hugo Chavez said that his government is preparing “very 
specific measures” to save energy in Venezuela. “We have to launch 
a campaign for saving energy right now, we’re preparing the whole 
campaign, we're evaluating the situation,” Chavez said during a Cabinet 
meeting aired live on state television. The president gave no details about 
the plan, or about when it will go into effect or which energy sources 
will be involved. He said that the level of Guri Dam, which powers 
the biggest electricity plant in the country, “has dropped...30 percent, 
because it hardly rained last winter.” “Besides that, the increase in 
consumption continues to shoot up, a variable that does not correspond 
to the real growth of the population or of the economy. A good part of 
that increase is because of waste,” the president said. 

Venezuela has been affected in the last 18 months by at least six 
major power outages, the most recent in September, due to a system 
that cannot keep up with the demand, according to government officials. 
Venezuela’s electricity service has been entirely in the hands of the state 
since February 2007, when Electricidad de Caracas, which supplies 
almost the entire capital city and surrounding areas, and another three 
small regional electric companies were nationalized by the Chavez 
government. The opposition party Un Nuevo Tiempo accused the gov- 
ernment of managing the electric service in a “negligent” manner, with 
the argument that in the last 10 years it has announced the construction 
of “29 plants for the distribution of electricity and has only built five, 
and these are operating at only half their capacity.” EFE 
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Alertan sobre crisis en Nicaragua 


Dirigentes políticos, socia- 
les y empresariales de Nicaragua 
alertaron de que la decisión de 
la sala constitucional de la Corte 
Suprema de Justicia (CSJ) que alla- 
na el camino a la reelección del 
Presidente, Daniel Ortega, profun- 
dizará la crisis económica y política 
que vive el país.

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Mexico lower house approves 
portion of 2010 budget

Mexico's lower house of Congress has approved a watered-down 
version of President Felipe Calderon’s plan to boost income in the 
2010 budget, voting to raise taxes on many products and services but 
scrapping a proposal to impose a levy on currently exempt food and 
medicine. By a vote of 415-24 with 10 abstentions, the legislators early 
Wednesday passed the eight components of the income portion of the 
2010 budget, which will next be voted on in the Senate. The voting 
was delayed by lawmakers from the leftist PRD and PT parties, who, 
as they have done in opposing other bills, occupied the lower house 
podium for several hours to protest the proposed tax increases. The 
measure was also opposed by business leaders, who criticized the plan 
to increase income and value-added taxes. 

Another portion of the budget, to be voted on in the lower house 
next month, also proposes spending cuts. The tax hikes are intended 
to cover a 300-billion-peso ($23.08 billion) revenue shortfall caused 
by a recession-induced drop in tax collection and a sharp decline in 
oil revenue, which finances 30 percent of the national budget. The 
most significant adjustment that lawmakers from the main opposition 
Institutional Revolutionary Party, or PRI, - the largest political group- 
ing in Congress - and the governing National Action Party, made to 
Calderon's initial bill was to scrap his proposal for the additional 2 
percent consumption tax. Instead, they voted to increase the current 
sales tax, which excludes food and medicine, from 15 percent to 16 
percent, and to raise the income tax for high-income earners from 28 
percent to 30 percent. 

The lawmakers also changed Calderon's proposal for a tax on 
telecommunications services, lowering the levy from 4 percent to 3 
percent. Calderon’s proposal for a 3 percent tax on cash deposits of at 
least 15,000 pesos ($1,153) was approved without modification. The 
current tax is 2 percent and only applies to cash deposits of at least 
25,000 pesos ($1,923). In the modified version of the bill, lawmakers 
forecast an average oil price of $59 a barrel in 2010. Analysts say the 
legislation will allow the Mexican government to collect an additional 
175 billion pesos ($13.46 billion) in revenue, or roughly half the cur- 
rent fiscal shortfall. EFE

“There are more money issues for today’s students 
than in any other generation before them,” says Todd 
Romer, executive director of Young Money magazine. 
From the rising cost of college to luxuries like cell 
phones, today's college often find themselves in credit 
card debt malaise by the time they don their cap and 
gown. Those looking to avoid such a fate and take a 
proactive approach to debt should give the following 
tips a try. 

Use Credit Cards Sparingly: “Getting a credit 
card is not a bad idea,” says Romer.

Just like every year, when the date for the 
celebration of the “Day of Dead in Mexico is 
approaching, I can almost feel the anticipation of 
being able to participate in the preparation and 
rituals that occur during the last week of October 
and the first days of November. 

Last year I went to Veracruz, a state in which 
its inhabitants render homage to life, through 
elaborated altars, religious songs, and visits to 
the cemetery. As the proverb says, “one example 
will suffice to prove it”, and that unique spiri- 
tual manifestation with a history of centuries that 
characterizes Mexicans takes place in Naolinco 
de Victoria. 

The state of Veracruz is strategically located. 
It is a narrow strip of land with much diversity 
and seven hundred and forty kilometers of coast 
along the Gulf of Mexico. It was on these coasts 
that the first encounter of two cultures occurred, 
and through the centuries these two cultures were 
fused creating a unique identity. 

Naolinco the spiritual heart of Veracruz 

Taking the federal highway 140, at 30 kilo- 
meters from Xalapa, the capital city of the State 
of Veracruz is located in the City of Noalinco de 
Victoria, over the Chiconquiaco mountain range 
of Totonaca origin. It is a very picturesque city 
with stone paved streets, colonial houses painted 
in pastel colors with balconies that give a nostalgic 
touch, giving visitors the impression of being in 
another era. 

The celebration of the faithful dead 

The concept that Mexicans laugh at death is 
generalized, that they play with death, that they 
challenge death and make fun of it as a form of 
dealing with the mystery. Nonetheless, the reality 
is that this tradition of honoring the souls of their 
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deceased family members has its origins in prehispanic times, with 
an inseparable dualism of life and death. To show a hospitable spirit, 
the inhabitants of Naolinco share their celebrations with locals and 
foreigners. The religious songs, the monumental altars, the aesthetic 
exhibitions állusive to the theme, everything fuses together in a very 
unique way to make Naolinco an essential visit. 

Everyone arriving joins the singing ritual, which takes place the 
night of November first and continues into the early hours of No- 
vember second. Families keep their homes open giving hospitality to 
those who sing the religious songs at the foot of the altars, rendering 
homage to the lives of their loved ones. 

Preparations 

Families get ready two weeks in advance preparing flowers, cut- 
ting tissue paper and getting the ingredients together for the dishes 
they will offer to their dead, without forgetting the preparation of the 
wines made with pineapple, tamarind and berries, which cannot be 
missed from the offerings. In the restaurants there are preparations to 
entertain the visitors with the Naolincan gastronomy based on very 
old cooking recipes. 

The students and adults organize themselves in groups to rehearse 
the religious songs. Students from different educational centers are 
the first ones to sing these songs next to the monumental altars built 
at the cultural centers. Professor Carlos Ramirez Hernandez points 
out that this poetic material is sung according to the original texts 
honoring the authors. 

All Saints Altars or Life Altars 

The Naolincan altars are profoundly Christian. The altars are built 
in the form of stairs to place the most worship effigies in the highest 
location such as Jesus Christ, the Christian Cross, the Lady of Carmen 
and the photographs of the dead ones in the family. The entire fam- 
ily participates with the assigned tasks in the building of these altars 
dedicated to life, this way everyone who participates gives the móst 
of himself. The altar is characterized by one or several arches made 
of bamboo which is decorated with palm nut -an ornate plant, with 
median sized leaves of an intense green color. Distributed in short 
spaces, they add bouquets of cempasuchitl flowers. 

We also observe the use of a rectangle instead of the traditional 
arch, decorated with fruits that hang down such as oranges and egg- 
plant and at the same time they add small baskets decorated with 
tissue paper of different colors. The arch and the rectangle enclose 
the table where the offerings are placed. The table is covered with 
tablecloths and shredded Chinese paper in original designs which 
are maintained in the entire arrangement. One essential aspect of the 
Naolincan elaboration of altars isthe sue paper cut and hung in a 
circle on the ceiling above the altar, like a suspended frame in the air. 
They place the candles, the offerings, consisting of fruits, and candies 
made with pumpkin seeds, guava jelly, caramalized pumpkin, and 
sweet potatoes in ase 


} 
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The bread of the dead is a very important 
part of the offering. There is a variety of tastes 
in the preparation, the ingredients are: eggs, lard, 
salt, bran, butter, in addition to the doughnuts 
(bunuelos), and all kinds of cookies. The cooked 
tamales are stuffed with pipian, pork, beans, 
marinated pork and chicken. The gastronomy of 
Naolinco is considered the richest in the central 
part of Veracruz and during this night the souls 
enjoy the aromas and the living ones enjoy its 
delicious taste. 

Scenes of Elegant Catrinas 

Elegant figures made with paper mache are 
traditional to decorate the entrance of cultural 
centers and restaurants. They create different 
scenes with these figures, representing groups 
of musicians giving a serenade, or two couples 
seated outside at a table enjoying a cup of coffee. 
It is unnecessary to mention that those who go 
to Naolinco to participate in this party do not 
waste their opportunity to get a picture taken 
with these unique hosts. 

Origin of the Religious Songs Alabados 
y Alabanzas 

Possibly starting in the year 1542, the 
Franciscan Friars settled in the town of Xallapan 
- known today as Xalapa, the capital city of the 
State of Veracruz — where they built the Convent 
of San Francisco, developing from there the 
evangelization of the adjoining towns, including 
the town known as Naolinco de su Majestad. 

The alabados are religious compositions 
which during the time of the Colony were sung 
by the field workers in the late afternoon. The 
alabanzas are also very old and they have their 
origin in romance, from these came the songs 
called caminatas, which were sung during the 
religious processions. With the passing of time 
the corridos were derived from these songs. 

The Singing of the chants La Cantada 

On November Ist, around eight o’clock in 
the evening, the singing of the chants the can- 
tada starts. They consist of visiting the homes 
where the altars have been built and singing 
alabados y alabanzas dedicated to saints, mar- 
tyrs, and people related to the religion, creation 
of the inhabitants of Naolinco. 

It starts when the groups go to the ceme- 
tery to sing before the tomb of a relative the 
first singing cantada of the night. Then, the 
participants move from home to home singing 
respectfully. As a sign of gratitude the host of the 
household offers a glass of wine of fruits and the 
dishes prepared for the occasion. On the streets 
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children, teens, and adults cross on their path 
alternating the visit to different homes. It is a 
continuous coming and going that concludes in 
the early hours of the morning. It is necessary to 
rest to continue the following day with the visit 
to the cemetery. 

Visit to the Cemetery 

During life there is love in remembering 
the dead, and on November second the inhabi- 
tants of Naolinco march to the cemetery. They 
carry funeral wreaths and flowers (natural and 
artificial), as well as candles that are placed 
on the tombs that have been previously 
cleaned. Whole families, in which 
children are never missing, march by 
the main entrance toward the tomb 
of their beloved ones. 

Entering the cemetery at the 
right side are tombs and mauso- 
leums more than a century old. 

A helping hand places a flower in 
homage to that anonymous personality 
that lived and contributed to the develop- 
ment of Naolinco. Small mausoleums with 
beautifully carved angels in the center of tiny 
open chapels are part of this legacy. 

In the newest part of the cemetery, some of 
the tombs are made in such ways that resemble 
a small room. In some cases they represent a 
small living room with a table perfectly covered 
with a tablecloth made in crochet. In the center 
hangs a cross with a picture of the deceased or 
the deceased couple at its foot. Full of flowers 
in an array of colors, the “room” invites people 
to stop and observe every detail. The goal of 
the relatives is to create in this small space, a 
sentiment of home that possibly those people 
had in their life. 

You will not miss the students from edu- 
cational and cultural centers, transformed into 
beautiful couples of fancy catrines wearing 
clothes of the 19th century fashion moving 
graciously in the cemetery. Children as well as 
adults look for the opportunity to take a picture 
with them that most probably will keep as a 
souvenir of this day in which life and death are 
lived almost as in the same reality.

How to give a car a complete clean 


Cleaning a car is a piece of 
cake, right? Though the initial res- 
ponse might be a resounding yes, 
there’s more to a clean car than 
some soap and water. In fact, as the 
Car Care Council notes, cleaning a 
car is a far more intricate process 
than one might think. The first step 
in cleaning the car is to wash it. 
Give it a good rinsing from top to 
bottom, including the wheels and 
inside the fenders. Always clean the 
tires and wheels before washing the 
body, and don’t use the same mitt 
for both. This way you'll avoid con- 
taminating the vehicle’s paint with 
debris from the wheels and tires. 

Use a good tire cleaner with 
a stiff brush to improve your tires’ 
appearance, even if you don’t have 
white sidewalls or white letter 


When cleaning a car, it’s important 
to focus on the tires as well as the 
body. 
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tires. Next, clean the wheels with 
a wheel cleaner that removes the 
brake dust, which often blackens the 
front wheels. Application of these 
cleaners varies, so be sure to fol 
low the directions on the container. 
Now it's time to wash the body. 
Work your way down toward the 
front, sides and rear of the vehicle. 
Clean the rear last since it usually 
has the largest accumulation of dirt 
and grime, which can contaminate 
the wash mitt. Wash the inside door 
jams about once a month. 

To rinse, remove the spray 
nozzle from the hose. Starting at 
the top, let the water cascade down 
the surfaces of the vehicle. Then, 
to avoid water spotting, dry with a 
chamois or other product made for 
this purpose. Now is an excellent 
time for waxing, which not only 
protects the finish but also makes 
subsequent washing easier. Before 
proceeding, look for foreign par- 
ticles on the paint. Use a car cleaner, 
available at auto supply stores, to 
remove contaminants imbedded in 
the paint.

In a way, World War II put 
San Miguel de Allende on the map. 
Actually, it was the war veterans’ 
educational benefits, which some- 


how covered studies at a couple of 


art schools hundreds of miles below 
the border in this remote spot up in 
the Sierra Madres — and the public- 
ity about all this. 

Uncle Sam’s largess for going 


to school here was unveiled in 1948 
in a feature article in Life Magazine 
headlined “G.I. Paradise: Veterans 
go to study art, live cheaply and 
have a good time.” The story men- 
tioned that students could rent an 
apartment in San Miguel de Allende 
(better known as just San Miguel) 
for $10 a month, hire a maid for $8 
a month and buy rum for 65 cents 
a quart. Right after that, 6.000 ap- 
plications poured in. 

American painters, sculptors, 
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San Miguel's landmark La Parroquia is among 14 churches in the city. 


writers, Weavers, potters and the like 
have been coming to San Miguel to 
study, play and open galleries ever 
since. Thousands of ex-pat retirees 
moved in, too, many drawn by the 
ambiance of the art culture in an 
old-world colonial setting. 

San Miguel first showed up on 
the map in 1542, when the Spanish 
conquistadores were building a 
road to carry silver ripped from the 
rich veins of the Sierra Madres to 
Mexico City. Along the way was a 
gentle hillside overlooking a strate- 
gic pass — a spot just crying out for 
a mission to convert the local folks 
to Christianity (and which could 
double as a fort in case the locals 
tried to get their silver back). 

A Franciscan monk, Fray Juan 
de San Miguel, was called in to 
found the mission, which, as was the 
custom of the times, he named after 
himself. A thriving town soon took 
shape. and over the years it became 
a favored getaway for Mexico's 
silky set. San Miguel made the 
headlines in 1821 when it became 
one of the first cities to be freed 
from Spanish rule in Mexico's war 
for independence 

The liberator was General 
Ignacio Allende, a home-town boy 
for whom de Allende was tagged on 
to the town’s name. So who turned 
these parts into a paradise for the 
arts set? Meet Surling Dickinson, 
an American artist who came here 
in the late 1930s to help run San 
Miguel's first art school. the Escuela 
Universitaria de Bellas Artes. 

During the war, Dickinson 
reportedly worked as an American 
secret agent ferreting out Nazi spies 


in Mexico.

the Bellas Artes and a second art 
school associated with Dickinson 
were approved for U.S. veterans’ 
benefits. All this started the ball roll- 
ing, and it kept rolling and rolling. 
Today, besides being packed with 
artists and retirees (along with other 
ex-pats accounting for nearly one 
out of every 10 of the city’s 80,000 
residents), San Miguel is among 
Mexico’s most-visited inland tourist 
destinations. But don’t even think 
about looking for an apartment for 
10 bucks a month. 

Getting there: Travelers from 
the U.S. typically fly to major hub 
airports at Los Angeles, Houston 
and Dallas/Ft. Worth, then catch 
nonstop flights to El Bajio Interna- 
tional Airport, San Miguel's closest 
terminal. From there. visitors hop on 
ground shuttles for an hour-and-a- 
half ride to San Miguel. The fare is 
about $28 each way. Reservations 
can be booked at www.viajessan 
miguel.com, 

Staying there: Tourists have 
their pick of over 70 hotels. in 
cluding such upscale properties as 
the Orient Express and the seven 
luxury boutiques of the Tesoros 
group. Twelve of San Miguel's most 
popular hotels are listed on warn 
Hotels.com, 

On the drawing board is a ritzy 
200-suite Rosewood hotel and the 
Ventanas de San Miguel Golf Resort 
(www ventanasde Ssanmique Lcom) 
featuring a Nick Faldo signature 
course surrounded by a residential 
area with 700 lots.
